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New grant application review process for 2022 


ARDC is receiving more grant applications than ever before! To accommodate the increase in 
requests, we’re updating our application and review process. You can still submit an application 
at any time, but we will now review them in batches four times a year. The deadlines for being 
included in one of these batches are: 


Tuesday, February 15 
Sunday, May 1 
Friday, July 15 
Saturday, October 1 


Applications received after October 1, 2022 will be reviewed in early 2023. 


In addition, we have expanded the Grants Advisory Committee (GAC) and created two 
subcommittees. The first will be reviewing applications that are for the support and growth of 
amateur radio, while the second will be reviewing applications that are for education and 
research and development (formerly technical innovation) projects. 


GAC members have been assigned to these subcommittees based on their interest and 
expertise. After each subcommittee has reviewed the applications assigned to them, the GAC 
will meet as a whole and select the top-ranked applications from each category to send to the 
board for final approval.
